RFPOPT ON SITTINGS OF U.F.O. DY HIGHWAYS DEPARTMENT DRILLING TEAM 


KfNSSTON ‘ON - MURRAY 

The U.F.O. was observed on threo separate occasions for periods 
offline ranging ton half to three and ono hour hours. A plan Is enclosed 
showing the ..location of the cite at Kingston and the direction of move¬ 
ment of the'eraff. A dotal led description of the three sightings at the 
Kingston Bridge Site follows: 

I. The U.F.O. was first seen on Wednesday 27th September, 1967, at 
10.30 a.m. by one of tii© drillers. It was approaching tho drilling 
rig cn a bearing N 140° at a fantastic rate. The driller shouted to 
his work mates to look at tho craft. They turned & saw It coming 
siraight towards them. They feared that It might crash the drilling 
rig but suddenly It stopped. It remained in a stationary position as 
shown In figure I In relation to 'lie E.T. S.A.pcIe and the branches 
of the troo. 

However, while In this stationary position for 3 hours, it was 
continually changing shape. Figure 2 and Figure 3 show tho appearance 
or the two views which occurred approximately every 15 seconds..One 
driller described tho craft as slowly rotting. 

The craft was a bright silver colour and'appeared the size of a 
50 cent coin held at arms length. In figure 2 the brighter part 
looked like glass. In Figure 3 the centre portion of tho circular 
craft appeared dark. 

Tho sky was covered wl+h cirrus clouds which appeared like 
fleecy wool S were moving from North West to South East. Tho clouds 
brol<o up when approaching the U.F.O. & tho clear blue sky was visible 
In the area around tho U.F.O. At the edge of the blue sky area, great 
turhulence of the clouds was occurring. The area of turbulence 
appeared as a ring around the blue sky which had tho U.F.O. at tho 
centre. 

Tho U.F.O. remained In this position until approximately 1.30 p.m. 
Then it moved from position with bearing N 140° to bearing N 200° In 
approximately 5 to 10 minuses. The angle of elevation with tho 
horizontal was approx. 23i for botyh positions. The U.F.O. moved In 
a circular translatory motion as shown In the plan. Tho direction 
of movement was In part against tho direction of the wind. * 

After reaching the second position the U.F.O. ranalnod stationary 
for a fos seconds and then disappeared. 

• The second sighting occurred on the next day Thursday, 28th 

September 1^67, at IC.45 a.m. Another driller saw It first In the 
same position as the previous day. It looked tho size of a 20 cent 
coin heid at arms length. Tho ether three drillers all observed It. 

The craft Remained In this position, bearing N 140° angle to 
horizontal 23j, for approx. 2 hours & them moved slowly In a circular 
•translatory motion to tho position N 200°. Tho performance was a repeat 
of Wednesday's procedure. 
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KINGSTGN-ON-MURRAY SIGHTING CONT... 


Suddenly the craft moved vertically upwards A away from the drillers. 
A few seconds later- a jot propelled aircraft was seeg moving undor- 
nooth tiie U.F.O. The aircraft was at en angle of 24° to the horizontal 
& the U.F.O. at approx. 34° to fho horizontal. 

The jet aircraft was soon for approx, one minute. There were 
two white exhaust streams of condensed vapour extending back from tho 
aircraft. The noise of the jet was heard as a rumble coming from the 
direction of tho first position bearing N 140°. During this time the 
U.F.O. appeared to be vertically above the Jet, as shown In figure 4, 

The Jet appeared a silver colour & equal to tho size of a i" long 
pencil when held at arms length. The U.F.O. appeared to bo the size 
of a 20 cent coin. The U.F.O, appeared to be flvo times the length 
of the jet aircraft as shown In Figure 4. 

The jet aircraft gradually faded from view A the U.F.O. thon moved 
vertically downwards to approx, the position of the jet aircrait. Then 
the U.F.O. suddonyl disappeared. 

During tiie time from 10.00 a.m. to 2.00 p.m. the sky was a clear 
blue alour with no cloud. 

3. The third sighting occurred at 10.30 a.m. o;i Friday, October 6th, 
1967, which was eight days after the second slghhicg. 

r- The U.F.O. was o flrs+ viewed In the Q Northern sky at a position 

with bearing N 310° and an angle of 40° to the horizontal. It was 
stationary A appeared the s^e of a 10 cert coin held at arms length. 
Tiifrc was -o change In the shape of the craff. It appeared a bright 
slivsr cc'our. 


Ah upp;Ox. 11.00 a.m. It moved to the West In about 10 minutes 
to c position with bearing N 260 . The movement was In a straight" 
line with no circular motion as In previous sightings. 0i» reaching 
ths new position, the craft suddenly dIsappoired. 

The sky on this day was blue v:! Ih occasions 1 riouds. Tho U.F.O. 
was soon against a clear blue s>/. 

CONCLUSIONS: 

1. Calculations show that tho jat aircraft was between 10 & 15 
miles South of Kingston Drlege Site in Figure 4. (A second 
sighting by another group of people at Cobdogla to the East 
enabled distance to be calculated more accurately at between 
seven and eight miles). 

2. Tho size of the U.F.O. Would he ;-:pgrcx. 5GO feet In diameter. 

3. The U.F.O. was not a bet Irion as If moved against the wind. 

4. The U.F.O. Is capable of hovering In the samo position 
IndefInItely. 

5. The U.F.O. Is capable of extremely great rates of acceleration.

not only thorn but the vast mass of lay people who aro becoming increasingly 
interested in the UFO mystery. How much of this negative material ie based on 
truth, how much is exaggerated sensationalism or downright lies, or how much 
of it is carefully-conceived negative propaganda designed to harm the UFO 
cause, and whence it all emanates, are questions which as yet, cannot be ans¬ 
wered accurately. As with tne UFO mystery itself, we can only theorize. Many 
believe it is the work of the governments, aoting through agencies as the CIA, 
etc; others attribute it to the vague "Silence Group", while some suggest that 
certain people with werped.minds have jumped on the UFO band-wagon and are 
attempting to terrorize Ufologists for sheer kicks. A few, and probably morB 
accurately, lay the blame at the door of a mere handful of people - that small 
and select but all-powerful syndicate of international financiers who control 
world governments, their destiny and thinking and who fear, in the spreading 
of UFO trutha, the eventual crumbling of their vast financial empires. 

Wherever the truth lies, there is little doubt that negative forces of some 
sort are activly at work on this planet, and therefore we must be prepared to 
deal with them. 

A Timely Warning . 

Regrettably, a number of UFO writers and publications have been respons¬ 
ible for damaging the UFO image by giving undue prominence and publicity to 
this negative propaganda and in this regard we refer to those writers who 
appear to delight in "sensationalizing" their articles with dramatic half- 
truths or blown up rumours of a negative nature which they consider will make 
their material more saleable, particularly to the •Yellow Sheet;• type of pub¬ 
lication. While keeping a watchful eye on negative developments and 
constantly seeking the truth, we would be a lot wiser and serve a better pur¬ 
pose if we kept such doubtful negative material out of our Journals. Other¬ 
wise, we may only be falling into a carefully-laid trap and serving the ends 
of the negativists. Rather, we should concentrate on the constructive, 
positive side of our search for UFO truths and become our own "Silence Group" 
when dealing with destructive negative propaganda. Above all, we should be 
particularly careful about what we say on this subject in public statements 
or in interviews with news media, which often provides an open invitation 
for our views to be distorted in the sensation-seeking press, A typical 
example of this may be quoted in the unfortunate experience of Dir. Ralph 
Oarrett, Prasidant of the UFO Investigators Group of Charleston, W. \l a. In 
a speech addressed to the Charleston Exchange Club in March 1968, he commented 
that those who learn too much about flying saucers are mysteriously "Silenced" 
The following day, "The Charleston Gazette" published an account of this add¬ 
ress under the exaggerated headline of "UFO Probers Doomed to Die"l In a 
statement published later in the Gazette in which Mr. Oarrett objected to this 
headline and clarified his meaning (i.e.,"silancing" did not mean death), he 
commented sadly: "In six short words, this headlina could have destroyed more 
than it has taken me a year to accomplish." We have every sympathy with Mr, 
Oarratt for being so badly misquoted and we print this mainly as a warning to 
others. If we publish UFO negative material at all, rather than treat it too 
seriously, it might be a better idea to give it the same ridicule ao that 
heaped on the serious research conducted by private UFO groups for so many 
years. This approach proved very effective for the famous "swamp gas" alibi, 
and for a laugh, we might add the retaliatory slogan of the Amalgamated

Assuming there is some truth in the negative propaganda allegations, how 
nan ore-, best protect ourselves from such activity? In the case of ”lo3t" 
mail for which seme evidence of veracity exists, ua think we can do no better 
than to quote the following marring and sound advice as issued by Dr# P.M.H# 
Eduif.rrfo, West Coast Director for CAPRG li-APKDs 

1. Submit evidence primarily only to authorized organizations (CAPRO, 

APRP, NICAP etc, to list a few) 

2. Submit only COPIES (never originals) of photographs to the authorities 
(this applies especially to the I'SAF, Blucbock and other government 

agencies, but also applies to the private agenoiea'as well)# If the agancy 
wants to see the original of a photo or negative, make arrangements 
with that agency to send a repra3entatiVe with proper credentials to 
receive the original/s. Whan the agent arrives, check his cradentials 
very carefully, then talephor,e the office that sent him to verify the 
fact that this is actually their man. Whan the agent takes the photo 
make absolutely certain you obtain a receipt with a return date on it. Also 
make sure that you hava 2 or 3 witnesses in attendance,, 

3, Try to refrain from mailing originals out of the country. Copies, of 
course, can be sent, Many agencies and privata individuals in Canada 
have run into a delivery problam with the U.S# Postal Authorities - a 
great deal of original material has been "lost" and never reached its 
destination. UJe know of one Canadian agency which mailed a complete 
report and analysis of a very important ca3e to its parent organization 
in the U.S. by Registered Wail. A few days later, the package was 
returned to the Canadian agency with the words "No such address 1 ' 

stamped acr*ss it. Now the American agency to which tha report was 
sent, has been in existence for 13 years and its headquarters have 
never been changed, so "No such address" did not apply in this case. 
Also* the package had been ripped open and most of the material taken 
out. This is theft - a federal offence - all you have to do is find 
who opened the package, which of course^- is impossible. 

4, If the material is very important, refrain from using the organization's 
name or evaff .its initials; preferably, mail it to a person at that 
address and this Way it may escape th4- attention of the postal author¬ 
ities. If the organization*s name "appears on the package, it immidiat- 
ly becomes suspect. It is a fact th.it almost every post office in 
Canada and the U.5.A. is aware o' r the full names by initials , of most 

of the well-known UFO organizations, (Topside confirms this, having 
received mail addressed "OWSC, Canada' 1 , "Wilbert Smith's Club, Ottawa 
, and even "UFO, Canada") So, for mailing investigations, UfO reports 
and especially originals of photographs and negatives DO*NOT use*the 
organizations name o:c initials," 

I f They Try to Silence Y ou 

With regard to the alleged "pressuring and silencing'*’ of private UFO wit¬ 
nesses and researchers, which apparently i-i more prevalent in the U.S., uiB 
quote below a condensed version of an excellent artiole on this subject whioh

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appeared in the fflarch-AprJ.l 1965 issue of NICAP's "UFO Investigator". 

While slanted primarily for American consumption, the advice given is equally 
applicable in most countries. 

1, If you sight a UFO, mail a report to NICAP (1536 Connecticut Ave. N.UI., 
Washington DC, 20036, USA) at the earliest possible moment - if possible, 
before an interview with a government agent. (A NICAP investigator may contact 
you; il 1 s>.o« ask to seo his credentials.) 

2, If a government, or even municipal agent contocte yOU» ask for credentials 
first. Bo corteous; many investigators oppose the seerocy and are only foll¬ 
owing ordere. Write down names, official agency, key data on identification 
cards and the date and time. If credentiols are refused, you can refuse to 
talk, even if the investigators are in uniform. 

3, If informed of the interview ahead, have one or more witnesses present, 
and/or a tape recorder. If the agents order the witnesses to leave, ask for 
the legal authority involved. Since thera is none, you can politely insist 
on witnesses or taping, or both, to keep the record straight. If they still 
refuse, you can end the interview. 

4, Before reporting details, tell the investigators you reserve your civil 
rights to make this information publio if you wish. If they object and 
order you to keep silent, ask by what legal authority. 

5, If the agents agree to your provisions, than carefully give them all 
sighting details. However, if you hove photos of a UFO/s, DO NOT GIVE UP 
THE ORIGINALS. If possible, have copies made bafore any interview. Offer 
investigators a copy. They have no legal right to tqke the original film 
and there are recorded cases where aimers never got their, originals bask. 

If you do give up a photo, original or copy, be sure to get a signed receipt 
showing name, title, agency involved, and date with brief description of 
the photo and condition. 

6, If the agents insist on silence, you should ask the specific reasons, 
besides the legal authority, then the decision is up to you - not the agents 
We suggest that if you agras, you insist on their writing out the silencing 
order and signing it, with an explanation. If you dont ogree and no author¬ 
ity or good reason is shown, you would be free to release the report to NICAP, 
the press or broadcasting stations. However, if the agents, ask you merely 

to delay publicity a short time - for a fair reason - you could agree. (This 
would not prevent a temporarily confidential report to NICAP.) 

7, Regardless of interview results, get photos, if possible of the investig¬ 
ator,* as they leave, also their car and numberplate. This is very important 
if the aQenta are in civilian clothee and vitelly so if they refuse to show 
credentials. 

If you are in a "aensative” position, NICAP certainly does not want you 
to risk you job. But if you are free from pressure, you have every right to 
report silencing attempts to newspapers or broadcasting stations. If you 
cant risk publicity, send us a confidential report of the entire affair. 

Qut unless you. are compelled to remain anonymous, please dont make your report 
public. Continued.•

COSMOGONY: 

Contemporary "Big Bang" theories, about the cosmological origin of the 
Universe, present the picture of a sort of gigantic energy sack full of 
nuclear marbles, dansely packed together, no'ii that the "Continuous Creation" 
theory is becoming abandoned. Tho author goes one important step further, 
arguing that the Primeval Atom uias rather a concentrically layered sphere of 
energy-matter, the Cosmosohere in which no nuclear particle® ae such were 
present* This enormous ball of pure electromagnetic energy - whose prop¬ 
erties can be deduced on the one hand by "extrapolation" of known physical 
laws and phenomena, and on the other by "intrapoiation" of theological 
considerations about eternity and infinity in an absolute sense-must have had 
its double in an impalpable, non-material, but nevertheless real sphere, the 
ff.Btasphgr a whose nature may be described either by the Hindu concapt of 
Brahma, or by the nowadays more or leas neglected Western concept of the 
Ether* Thus the duality matter/spirit is seen from a new angle. 

TIME: 

Cuiing to its special nature, the Metasphere must have been and still is, 
continuous and utterly indivisible, although in intimate contact with physic¬ 
al mutter and capable of local ccncrntratiuhd’or deformations. As such it 
may be identified with relativistic Curve d S cace and can be approached only 
in mathemetical or abstruse religious terms. From the very beginning of 
existence it started to expand in every direction, while at the same time 
revolving around an imaginary axix, thua giving rise to an outgoinQ-spirall- 
ing motion which can account not only for the known expansion of the Uhltferee 
but also for Time itself. In ths first instance, it may be considered the 
immediate driving force behind ail physical phenomena, and the second esse 
arises because its motion occurs at the incredible but absolutely constant 
speed of 2 Pi times the speed of light. This cosmic spiralling motion 
process must be seen as an angular velocity in which the expanding radius (c) 
need to be multiplied by the circumference (2 Pi) in such a way that, whatever 
the point in space considered, the product remains constant, irrespective of

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local disturbances. This can be done by taking into account also the ang¬ 
ular deviation of the vector which links the point in question to the origin 
of the Universe (Centre of the ffletasphere). In this way, by classical meas¬ 
uring methods, a speed of exactly 2 Pi.c may be found at the metaspherical 
equator, while only £ may be encountered at the metaspherical poles, although 
from the.cosmological point of view, all points/speeds on the sucface or the 
Insi de actually amount to the same absolute valua. As a direct consequence 
of this constant value, the expanding universe is seen to be revolving 
ever more clowly as its radius extends, thus reaching eventually a point at 
which it must coma to a halt, the End of Tima. Moreover, by tqking into 
account that the value of a given "spiral arm" must be calculated on the 
basis of the original sphere - acting as an absolute cosmic measuring norm, 
with one complete revolution as a cosmic unit both for distance ( 1 Diino) 
and for time ( 1 Vremjo) - an explanation is found for tha fact that the 
local evolution of a given systen, such as the history of our Earth, continu¬ 
ally increases its rate of change concurrent with travelling ever further 
away from the original situation. 

GRAVITY: 

As for the Cosmo3phere, in accordance with its purely material and dis¬ 
continuous nature, it- was unable to follow the compulsion of the Ether by 
expanding similarily, and became filled with the enormous strain of conflict¬ 
ing forces. As a result it exploded into a myriad elementary fragments of 
electroagnetic matter* 

Now on philosophical grounds it is the proposition of the author that this 
primeval ball of energy was intrinsically constituted: 

(a) of a vast accumulation (half the biggest possible item-number) of tiny 
energy spheres, completely merged one into the other, and 

(b) of two complementary but opposing halves (fitting Chinese principle of 
Y.i.n and Yang),) divided all the way by the imaginary equatorial plane 

of its ethnric counterpart. 

So the explosion created an enormous mass of absolutely elementary corpuscles, 
falling into two categories: one with centripetal tendency of growing ever 
smaller while accelerating, and one with'a centrifugal tendency of growing 
ever larger while decelerating. It is these absolute elementary particles 
which, by combining with each other in a multitude of ways, gave and give 
rise to tha miniature solar systems we have grown accustomed to call "elem¬ 
entary" nuclear particles (protons, mesons, electrons and the like) which 
in turn constitute the great variety of atoms and ultimately all matter as 
studied and explained by astrophysics, chemistry and so on. 

The properties of those absolute monads should in the end account for 
every physioal law or phenomenon as follows, and thus pave way to final 
formulation of the unified-field theory:

The fact that his spiralling 
expansion appears to occur at the normal spood of light, is due to observ¬ 
ation of tho radial- dilation component only* On the other hand, the monad 
then contracts its convex front and back, growing ever flatter although evid¬ 
ently at a much slouier rate (perhaps with the enigmatic factor 10 .However, 

it3 frontal motion is always perceived as a corpuscular effect (Note - 8y 
revolving around a companion, it mill form a closfed and electrically neutral 
system (reminiscent.of a double star), which system mould be none other than) 
a naujrl no which thus gets identified a3 being the absolutely fundamental 
building block of matter. In a similar manner can easily be explained the 
puzzling duality wave/corpuscle as well as the duality maqnetism/electricity . 
The former may indeed be looked upon like cog-wheels capable of intsrpentrat- 
ion acting on one another laterally and, according to the sense of rotation, 
either attracting or repelling one another. The latter must be considered 
as constituted by the frontal trajectory itself, which thus becomes not an 
abstract notion but a truly palpable factor, inherent to the body? not of this 
fundamental brick but also of any mobile, whether miorocosmically^large or 
microcosmically small. It is argued that at the oosmic level every motion 
of th5„s (frontal) sort is again a absolute constant, making realty independent 
individual speed a mere illusionl S.imilarily, electricity and Inertia are 
put into the same category: acceleration corespon'ding with attractive posit¬ 
ive charge (drawing into the mobile) and deceleration: with repulsive negative 
charge (pushing out of the mobile). All of these properties are carried 
along into more complex configurations creating the different nuclear forces 
(strong interactions) and different sdrts of particle behavior (i.e. positiv- 
ly charged proton, negativly charged electron). The apparent disagreement 
between the new principle of frontal expansion cum acceleration, and the^ 
classical (Fitzgerald or) Lorsntz-contraction cum acceleration, may. be due 
to misinterpretation, because in the usual relativistic vieui, Time is a sep¬ 
arate dimension, whereas in the author's view it la an inherent prolongation 
of the space dimensions, specifically of the Xrdxia (this drawing should' be 
completed with the word korpo (body) between 0 and X and with the word movigo 
(motion) between X and infinite,). 

(2) Each of the two species of monad spends its life travelling back ‘and forbl 
between two extremes of motion (unless captured on the way): zero velocity (c 
both of which can be actually attained, given the one condition that the mon¬ 
ad in question remains individual and that it has not merged with another one 
as it may easily do because of its electromagnetic nature.

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(3) As a centripetal monad in free individual motion spaada up, it starts 
spiralling iSwuards until at pracisaly the spaed of light, it starts spin¬ 
ning like a top, thus annul ring the shape- of a minute but perfect sphere. 

In that may there appears the pl.ysical reality of the mathematical concept 
"point" and also what may be defined as graviton, the particle associated 
with gravity which is thus shown to be an intimota combination of lateral 
movements, perpendicular to oach other i.e. a frozen circuit of magnetism 
and electricity. Indeed, at this stage the lateral and frontal vectors of 
the corpuscle must be of identical length, and consequently so should their 
corresponding forces, or rather their respective densities.

TIME TRAVEL: 

It should be clear from the foregoing, that there must exist tu/o diff¬ 
erent sorts of gravity, according to the different senses of magnetic rotat¬ 
ion vs. orbital motion. Consequantly it may be deduced that different 
kinds of gravitation will repel each other, whila gravitons of the same 
kind will attract each other; which makes the (Inverse) parallelism with 
. electromagnetic forces complete. Thus, when a vast number of kindred grav- 
: itons merge together, there is little difficulty in imagining that they will 
• constitute a field that could be used as an ideal propelling force... if 
one could succeed in producing it artificially. This would apply not only 
on Earth, but especially for the purpose of space-travel. By generating 
attractive or a repulsive field, one could drop towards a heavenly body 
or be -catapulted away from it at fantastic speeds, without suffering even 
the slightest-inconvenience from inertia. In fact, every monecule and 
every atom inside the artificial gravity field would move along with it 
simultaneously, without, offering inertial resistance. Also, regulating the 
flow of neutrino current and the direction it takes, the speed and direction 
of the vehicle and motor- (Two-in-one) could be adjusted at will. -The- author 
proposes a sort of (inversely functioning) cyclotron or gyratron in which 
the particle flow would be directed not outward but inward towards a central 
pei-nt, in such a way that both i;ho artificial gravity field and the electr- 
magnetic superconducting torus generating it, would act one upon the other 
and upon environment for the purpose of maneuvering the craft. The manner 
in which monads of any kind might ba produced should be similar in some 
"perpendicular" way to the generation of waves, but their control and guidan¬ 
ce would perhaps constitute an insurmountable problem for contemporary 
technology because of the incredible weak interaction of these really elem¬ 
entary particles. 

But the usage of gravity fields for space-travel is not their only possibility. 

In fact: according,to the nature of time, as expounded in this assay, 
material structures expand along with the expansion of the universe in such 
a manner that in a given cosmic period and for a given quantity of energy- 
matter, there should be a corresponding density of this energy. One 
and the same gravity field would thus get more "diluted" as cosmic time grows 
older, while in earlier days it would have been more "concentrated". In this 
way it should be possible to make a gravity field jump into the paet and into 
the future by respectively•condensing or expanding it, which might be done by 
the same apparatus as employed for special movement. This effect is

strikingly analogous to the one observed in electrons jumping from highar 
energy level to a louier one, by omission of a quantum, or inversely. 

An analysis is given of the -principles underlying time travel, making it 
apparent that current relotivistic views must bo correct and that this sort 
of journey would always occur at the same absolute speed (".Pi.c) in keeping 
with the '‘ordinary" forward time movement of the posmoa. 

So the aging process of tlV© passengers would remain perfectly normal, but they 
would be unpble to reach( ( ^rom a given starting position) every point in time 
since time-jumping would be cpnditioned "forpipdanf, energy .levels, compar¬ 
able to that which occurs in the atom. 

UFOLOGY: 

This hypothesis offers a precise explanation for the so-called tunnel- 
effect observed e.g. in alpha-radiation for the miaaing part of the track 
would be found in the “past tense". It also has a direct bearing on the UFQ- 
question, explaining not only the spacial behaviour of these vehicles, but 
also their sudden appearance (or disappearance) out of nowhere. . In view of 
the great variety of UFO-spacecraft and oocupanta reported, the author con¬ 
cludes that their origin*ia to be sought in the future, not only of we earth¬ 
lings but of extra-terrestrial beings as weir, either separately or ih coll¬ 
aboration. 

So, the "flying saucer" phenomenod conetitutea a challenge, a fentaatie one, 
both to our technical ability and to our mental resilience, since we will 
have to abandon the age-old but never proven belief that we are sole masters 
of the universe.
